Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Service  for  the  year  1962. 

There  w as  a  further  increase  in  the  Registrar  General* s  estimate  of  the 
population,  though  not  so  marked  an  increase  as  in  the  previous  year.  The 
birth  rate  increased,  the  death  rate  decreased  fractionally  and  both  rates 
compared  favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales,  jf'ne  infant  mortality 
rate  exceeded  the  national  figure,  but  this  rate  must  be  expected  to  vary 
widely  from  year  to  year  because  it  is  based  upon  a  relatively  small  number 
of  births. 

Except  for  the  occurrence  of  seven  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  very  low. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  East  Anglian  Regional  Hospital  Board 
visited  the  R.A.F.  Station  at  Honington  and  conducted  a  public  X-ray  survey 
at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  where  a  large  number  of  residents  of  the  Thingoe  Rural 
District  attended. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  very  good  progress  has  been  made  with 
the  sewering  of  villages  which  is  one  of  the  Council's  most  important  public 
health  functions.  It  is, of  course,  desirable  that  every  village  should  be 
sewered  but  in  the  appendix  to  this  report  parishes  are  listed  where  this 
facility  appears  to  be  most  urgently  needed  at  the  present  time. 

A  really  worthwhile  achievement  of  1962  was  an  increase  of  5Cffo  in  the 
number  of  substandard  houses  which  were  improved  and  repaired. 

Changes  in  the  staff  of  the  Department  made  it  particularly  difficult 
to  maintain  the  whole  range  of  public  health  services  at  full  efficiency 
throughout  the  year,  and  in  this  connection  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks 
to  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  willing  manner  in  which  he 
accepted  the  many  extra  calls  which  were  made  upon  him. 


Finally  I  should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
and  encouragement  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  .and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  from  my  staff  and  all  the  officers  of  the  Council*

The  actual  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  was  unchanged  from  the  previous 
year,  but  the  effect  of  the  slight  increase  in  the  estimated  population  was  tu 
lower  the  death  rate  fractionally.  The  corrected  death  rate  of  8,8  per  1,000 
population  was  lower  than  for  the  County  of  West  Suffolk  and  substantially  below 
that  for  England  and  Wales, 

Fewer  deaths  occurred  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  there 
was  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  from  all  forms  of  cancer.  Cancer  of  the  lung 
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accounted  for  six  deaths,  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  There  v/as 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia.  Nine  deaths  occurred  from 
accidental  causes,  four  of  which  were  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents.  A 
melancholy  feature  of  the  death  returns  was  the  loss  of  three  lives  b  suicide.

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  increased  from 
seven  in  the  previous  year  to  nine  in  the  year  under  review.  Seven  of  these 

deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life,  the  commonest  causes  being  prematurity 
and  congential  malformations.  There  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants.

Immunisation  with  Sabin  Type  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  continued  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centr;  s  provided  by  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council  at  Barrow, 
Honington,  Ixworth,  Rougham  and  Bury  St,  Edmunds. 

Snallp ox. ,  A  case  of  smallpox  occurred  aboard  an  ocean  going  passenger  liner 
on  the  homeward  voyage  from  the  Far  East  and  it  was  considered  that  all  persons 
aboard  should  be  regarded  as  possible  smallpox  contacts.  One  member  of  the 
c±*ew  of  this  vessel  travelled  to  his  home  in  the  Thingoe  Rural  District  where 
he  was  kept  under  surveillance  until  the  incubation  paidcd  of  the 
had  expired. 

Mass  X-Ray  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  East  Anglian  Regional  Hospital 
Board  visited  the  R.A.F.  station  at  Honington  and  conducted  a  public  X-ray 
survey  at  Bury  St,  Edmunds.  Study  of  a  1C sample  of  those  v/ho  attended 
indicated  that  a  total  of  more  than  2,000  residents  of  Thingoe  Rural  District 
presented  themselves  for  chest  X-ray  examination  whilst  the  unit  was  stationed 
at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.

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PROBLEM  FAMILIES 


Problem  Families  Case  Committees,  each  under  the 
chairmanship  of  the  respective  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  were 
appointed  in  the  Central,  Southern  and  Western  areas  of  the  County,  together 
with  a  County  Co-ordinating  Committee. 

Meetings  of  the  Central  Area  Case  Committee  covering  the  areas  of  Thingoe 
Rural  District  and  the  Borough  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  were  held  approximately 
quarterly  when  detailed  discussions  ensued  concerning  a  small  number  of  real 
problem  families.  The  meetings  were  well  attended  by  the  members  and  officers 
of  many  voluntary  organisations  and  by  officers  of  the  various  authorities 
concerned.  From  the  first  meeting  onwards  it  was  evident  that  there  was  a 
genuine  attempt  by  the  representatives  of  the  many  different  departments  and 
organisations  concerned  to  work  together  for  the  benefit  of  each  problem 
family,  both  by  enduring  that  the  full  weight  of  available  social  and 
welfare  services  should  be  applied  at  the  proper  time  and  by  endeavouring  to 
reduce  the  number  of  persons  regularly  visiting  each  family.  The  meetings 
have  enabled  the  various  field  workers  to  get  together  and  to  hear  the  other 
person's  point  of  view,  but  progress  with  the  problem  families  must  be  expected 
to  be  slow  and  the  amount  of  effort,  man-hours  and  goodwill  is  very  large  in 
comparison  with  the  small  number  of  families  involved.  It  was  the  opinion  of 
the  Central  Area  Committee  that  the  meetings  were  serving  a  useful  purpose 
and  should  be  continued.  The  development  fron  the  main  Committee  of  much 
smaller  ad  hoc  Committees  may  do  much  to  reduce  the  time  spent  by  the  main 
Committee. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


V/QRK  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTORS 
1.  GENERAL 

Staff,  To  work  at  maximum  efficency  a  Health  Department  must  be  adequately 
equipped  with  competent  staff  in  all  sections.  In  such  a  large  area  it  takes  a 
considerable  time  for  any  officer  to  get  to  know  his  district  or  to  be  fully 
in  command  of  the  system  in  the  office.  1962  has  not  been  a  happy  year  from  this 
point  of  view  as  the  clerk.  Hr.  N.  Grainge,  resigned  on  10th  August  after  being 
with  the  Department  since  its  formation  and  Ur.  G-rinsted,  the  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector,  resigned  on  9th  November  after  eight  months  service. 

Ur.  G-rainge  was  replaced  by  Miss  J.  Cousins  who  had  had  valuable  previous 
Local  Government  experience  and  Ur.  A.  Trantum  was  appointed  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  on  10th  December. 

This  is  the  second  year  that  changes  have  had  to  be  reported  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  efficiency  of  the  service  to  the  public  has  suffered  because 
Of  them.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  understanding  of  Councillors  and  the  public  alike 
and  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  other  Departments  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
service  could  have  broken  down  with  possible  serious  consequences. 

Food  Hygiene.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  licensed  premises  and  schools  and  as 
a  result  of  the  reports  submitted  the  Council  decided  to  press  for  speedier 
modernisation  of  the  older  schools  and  the  acceleration  of  new  building.  Health 
education  is  difficult  when  the  schools  are  not  up  to  the  standard  of  the  pupils* 
homes.  Agreement  was  reached  with  the  brewers  on  a  plan  to  close  the  more 
unsuitable  properties  and  modernise  others.  No  one  wishes  to  deprive  a  small 
community  of  their  one  meeting  place  but  such  places  can  be  the  focus  for  infection 
as  well  as  pleasure  and  must  comply  with  the  basic  requirements.  Such  basic 
needs  were  also  given  attention  in  Licensed  Clubs  and  an  opportunity  to  report 
to  the  Licensing  Justices  was  appreciated.  If  reports  were  asked  for  on  all 
licensed  premises  perhaps  there  would  be  fewer  approvals  given  on  totally 
unsatisfactory  houses.

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INTERNET I ONAL  LIASON 


The  opportunity  given  to  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  to  visit 
Rotterdam  in  May  with  the  Eastern  Centre  of  the  Association  of  Public  Health 
Inspectors  was  greatly  appreciated.  The  officers  of  the  Municipality  and  the 
various  firms  concerned  spared  no  effort  in  making  the  visits  extremely  informative, 
covering  as  they  did,  the  whole  field  of  public  health  interests  from  housing  to 
milk  and  sanitary  engineering  to  refuse  disposal. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES, 

The  provision  of  public  conveniences  at  Ixworth  was  again  considered  but 
not  approved.  With  the  rapid  increase  in  road  transport  which  is  taking  place  it 
becomes  an  increasihg  problem  for  the  traveller  to  find  a  convenience.  Hedgerows 
at  lay-byes  are  becoming  increasingly  used  for  this  purpose  and  in  one  case  the 
owner  of  property  behind  such  a  hedge  resorted  to  daubing  it  with  sump  oil  to 
deter  the  public  fron  fouling  his  garden.  This  problem  must  be  faced  but  which  \ 
authority  is  to  pay  the  bill  ?  It  is  rather  unfair  that  any  such  cost  should  fall 
on  the  Parish  in  'which  such  a  structure  is  erected.  This  is  surely  a  matter  on 
which  a  National  policy  should  be  now  decided, 

2.  PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Twenty  six  samples  fron  private  water  sourees  were  taken,  eight  as  a  result 
of  complaints.  Fifteen  of  these  samples  proved  unsatisfactory.  Action  to  obtain

In  addition  two  samples  of  well  water  were  taken  for  Nitrate  estimation  at 
homes  where  babies  were  expected.  In  one  case  the  level  was  satisfactory  and  in 
the  other  a  result  of  5*5parts  per  100,000  was  recorded.  A  supply  of  safe  water 
was  made  available  for  the  child.  A  mains  supply  to  the  dwelling  would  be  grossly 
expensive  but  it  is  under  consideration.

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3.  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


No  offences  under  those  sections  of  the  Shops  Acts,  adninistered  by  this 
Council,  were  found. 

4.  CARRY. ATS . 

The  present  caravan  legislation  has  worked  remarkably  snoothly  and  caravan 
dwellers  and  site  owners  have  not  appeared  to  resent  any  conditions  demanded.  In 
fact  the  reverse  has  been  true.  There  remain  the  sane  few  itinerant  families 
who  return  to  one  spot  or  another  known  to  us  at  various  times  but  even  they  have 
on  the  whole  been  co-opei^ative.  This  has  no  doubt  been  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
have  been  encouraged  to  find  more  satisfactory  sites  rather  than  be  hounded  over 
the  border. 

Thirty  six  sites  containing  seventy  four  vans  were  licensed  during  the  year 
in  addition  to  which  there  were  eleven  sites  in  use  under  the  exemption  clauses. 

One  site  has  been  approved  by  the  Caravan  Club  but  this  would  not  have  been  approved 
had  an  application  been  submitted  in  the  normal  way  as  the  site  is  not  considered 
suitable  or  desitable  for  caravans.  It  has,  however,  had  little  use. 

The  Council’s  site  at  Rymer  again  caused  some  concern,  fc«d.nly  from  the 
administrative  point  of  view  and  the  Council  agreed  to  reduce  the  site  even 
further  to  eighteen  vans  by  natural  depletion.  The  final  plan  includes  several 
improvements  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  a  resident  warden  installed  when  the  scheme 
is  carried  out  in  19&3* 

5.  SWIMRING-  AND  BATHING-  PLACES 

These  were  not  used  to  the  degree  they  have  been  in  the  past  but  no  extra 
pollution  was  detected  in  the  season. 

6.  PRIVATE  DR.xIN^CE 

The  Council’ s  sewerage  schemes  are  now  increasing  in  numbers  and  ©very 
encouragement  is  being  given  to  owners  to  connect  their  properties.  Despite  th5.fi 
new  properties  are  being  built  away  from  the  sewer  lines  and  these  are  being 
provided  with  septic  tanks  with  sub-surface  irrigation  of  effluent.  In  few  cases 
are  they  100^  successful  and  those  villages  giving  the  greatest  concern  are 
indicated  in  the  appendix. 


7.  R.JDIOLCTIVITY 


Your  'Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  attended 
a  short  "background”  course  on  "Radiation  Hazards  and  Control"  which  was  held 
in  the  evenings  at  the  School  of  Science,  the  Technical  College,  Ipswich.  The 
officers  concerned  would  like  to  record  their  appreciation  of  being  given  the 
opportunity  to  attend  as  the  use  of  radioactive  materials  and  their  disposal 
is  rapidly  becoming  more  widespread  and  nay  well  affect  the  District  in  the  not 
too  distant  future. 

9.  PETROLEUM  ^ND  EXPLOSIVES 

One  hundred  and  forty  premises  are  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit.  Two 
can  stores  were  notified  at  Ixworth  Fire  Station  and  Flenpton  G-olf  Club.  The 
can  store  at  Barnhaa  Railway  Station  was  closed.  Most  tanks  have  now  been 
tested  once  since  initial  installation  and  sone  are  due  for  testing  under  the 

y 

ten  year  plan.  Eleotrical  wiring  was  renewed  in  one  case  and  minor  alterations 
made  in  several  others  to  comply  with  the  Licence  conditions. 


One  firework  factory  in  the  district  is  licensed  by  the  Home  Office  and 
thirty  licences  to  store  small  quantities  of  explosives  were  issued  by  this 
Council.  One  was  for  the  storage  of  gelignite  used  in  tire.©  blasting,  the 
remainder  being  issued  to  shops  for  the  storage  of  fireworks  and  shotgun 
cartridges . 
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10.  INSECT  AND  OTHER  INFESTATIONS  -  EXCLUDING  RATS  .'AID  MICE 


The  discovery  of  bugs  and  fleas  cones  as  a  surprise  in  these  enlightened 
days  but  one  case  of  each  was  reported  during  the  year.  The  fleas  were, 
however,  of  animal  origin  and  the  bugs  had  been  brought  in  fron  an  unknown 
source.  The  public  are,  however,  more  concerned  with  flies  and  ants  than  they 
used  to  be  and  the  following  'Hit  shows  the  types  of  infestations  dealth  with 
during  the  year.

11.  RODENT  CONTROL 

Last  year  it  was  reported  that  demonstrations  would  be  held  in  the  area 
early  in  1962  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Agricu3 tore,  Fisheries 
and  Foci  over  three  hundred  invitations  were  sent  out.  The  total  numbers 
attending  the  two  sessions  arranged  was  five.  No  other  sessions  were  organised. 

The  severe  weather  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  no  doubt  took  its  toll 
but  whether  1963  will  end  with  a  gratifying  reduction  in  rats  remains  to  be 
seen.  It  is  hoped,  however,  to  engage  a  second  operator  in  1963  to  obtain 
greater  coverage  of  the  area  and  to  encourage  the  occupiers  of  land  to 
invest  in  the  Council’s  contract  scheme.

The  above  table  is  in  the  form  requested  in  Circular  17/55 
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An  application  for  a  new  slaughterhouse  licence  was  referred  to  the 
Minister  who  approved  the  issue  of  such  licence  under  Section  A  (2)  of  the 
Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958*  The  plans  deposited  showed  that  the  untreated  effluent 
from  this  slaughterhouse  was  to  be  disposed  of  by  surface  irrigation  on  land  i;ith 
a  chalk  subsoil  within  a  mile  of  the  Council’s  Roberts  Bridge  borehole  and  this 
caused  grave  concern.  Representatives  of  both  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and^Food  expressed  sympathy  with  this  concern 
and  as  a  more  acceptable  scheme  was  not  submitted  the  Council  considered  it 
necessary  to  make  a  number  of  recommendations  regarding  the  disposal  of  the 
effluent  and  other  wastes.  Construction  had  not,  however,  been  commence'  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 


A.  MILK 

One  new  dairy  was  registered  during  the  year  and  regular  visits  paid  to 
existing  premises.  No  samples  were  taken  to  avoid  duplication  of  those  taken 
by  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council.  Copies 
of  all  sample  reports  were  sent  to  this  Council  for  information  and  the  high  level 
of  co-operation  between  the  various  Departments  was  maintained  to  mutual  advantage* 
The  dairymen  of  East  Anglia  again  ran  a  clean  milk  bottle  campaign  at  Christmas 
but  this  would  be  unnecessary  if  the  non-returnable  container  gained  wider 
acceptance . 

5.  ICE  CREAM 

There  are  now  forty  nine  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and 
although  it  was  necessary  to  instruct  some  retailers  in  the  proper  use  of 
refrigerators  there  was  no  major  cause  for  complaint.  The  wider  use.  of  „ 
vehicles  for  soft  mix  ice  cream  has  been  noticeable  many  of  which  are  hired  by 
individuals  for  evening  rounds  only. 
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HOUSING 


1.  CLEARANCE  OF_UNFIT  PROPERTIES 

The  survey  of  all  houses  in  the  district  was  completed  late  in  1961  and  the 
results  were  presented  to  the  Council  in  January,  1962,  As  a  result  of  this 
report  your  Clerk  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  attended  at  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  explain  the  high  proportion  of  unfit  properties 
in  the  area.  It  was  explained  in  the  report  that  the  figure  was  a  high  one  but 
that  increased  new  building  was  not  the  only  remedy.  It  is  essential  that  as 
many  of  the  older  buildings  as  possible  be  saved  and  modernised.  They  are  in 
many  cases  structurally  sound  and  can  be  saved  for  one  third  of  the  cost  of  a 
new  replacement.  Greater  sttention  has  been  paid  to  this  aspect  and  although 
the  number  demolished  is  lower  than  that  for  1961  the  number  of  improved  and 
repaired  properties  is  up  by  over  fifty  per  cent. 

The  summary  below  shows  the  clearance  progress  during  the  year. 


2.  NEW  BUILDING 

Good  progress  was  made  on  the  backlog  of  Council  building,  thirty  two  units 
being  completed  and  let  during  the  year.  Private  development  has  kept  up  the  pace 
and  the  demand  for  rural  building  sites  is  reflected  in  the  upward  trend  in  plot 
prices.  Ninety  seven  private  dwellings  were  completed  in  the  year. 
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3.  MODERNISATION 

(a.)  Council  Houses 


Thirty  seven  of  the  older  houses  were  modernised  during  the  year  and  twelve 
others  were  partially  completed.  Schemes  were  put  in  hand  for  the  reconstruction 
of  six  cottages  purchased  by  the  Council  but  two  had  to  be  demolished  and  work 
was  still  in  progress  on  another  two  as  the  year  ended.  These  schemes  were  carried 
out  by  Direct  Labour  under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor  and,  together  with  other 
similar  schemes  completed  in  previous  years,  not  only  add  to  the  stock  of  Council 
houses  but  have  been  a  major  contribution  to  the  preservation  of  this  area  of 
rural  Engla*  d. 

(b)  Private  Improvements  and  Grants. 

Although  the  total  Grants  approved  by  the  Council  was  slightly  lower,  the  rate 
of  modernisation  was  maintained,  several  ov/ners  declining  to  apply  for  Grants. 
Private  builders  have  now  seen  the  opportunities  offered  by  older  property  and 
have  bought  many  sound  houses  to  modernise  for  sale.  The  difficulty  insofar  as 
Grants  are  concerned  is  deciding  the  standard  below  which  Standard  Grants  should 
not  be  approved.  Many  owners  are  indignant  when  told  that  their  homes  are  just  not 
likely  to  remain  fit  for  even  fifteen  years  but  this  is  the  case.  Peopl©  still  buy 
a  sub-standard  property  despite  a  warning  that  it  is  included  in  the  Clearance 
Programme.

1.  DRAINAG-E  AND  SE  ERA&E 

G-ood  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Council's  Sewerage  programme  during  the 
year.  The  works  of  sewerage  at  Hepworth  and  Hop ton  were  commenced  during  May 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  schemes  will  be  in  operation  by  August,  1963* 

A  tender  was  accepted  for  the  group  scheme  covering  the  villages  of  Risby, 
Flempton,  West  Stow,  Culford  and  Ingham,  the  successful  contractors  being  Messrs, 
Tilbury  Construction  Co.,  in  the  sum  of  £130,000.  Excellent  progress  on  sewer 
laying  was  made  during  the  balance  of  the  year  work  having  commenced  in  August. 

The  first  year  programme  includes  the  construction  of  sewers  in  Ingham 
and  Culford  together  with  the  construction  of  the  sewage  works  and  two  principle 
pumping  stations.  Sewer  laying  has  exceeded  the  planned  rate  and  Flempton  is  likely 
also  to  be  completed  by  August,  1963* 

A  short  extension  to  the  Whelnetham  sewer  to  bring  in  a  group  of  Council 
houses  and  the  village  school  was  completed  and  this  will  enable  the  Council 
houses  to  be  modernised. 

In  addition  another  small  extension  to  the  Roughan  Primary  School  and  a 
block  of  Almshouses  in  the  same  parish  was  undertaken.  The  latter  extension  will 
enable  this  group  of  six  Victorian  Almshouses  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  scheme 
for  elderly  people  by  extension  and  modernisation. 

No  progress  appears  to  have  been  made  by  the  Thedwastre  R.D.C.  in  the 
acquisition  of  land  for  a  sewage  works  site.  The  Thingoe  R.D.C.  is  t*o  discharge 
the  effluent  from  G-reat  Barton  into  these  works  when  completed.  In  the  meantime 
the  scheme  for  G-reat  Barton  is  being  proceeded  with,  with  a  view  to  submitting 
to  the  Minister  early  in  19&3* 

2.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

With  building  continuing  unabated  in  the  area  at  the  rate  of  about  100 
private  dwellings  per  annum,  the  refuse  service  is  under  considerable  pressure. 
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It  has  not  yet  been  thought  advisable  to  consider  increasing  the  charges  for 
refuse  services  by  providing  a  back  door  collection  but  this  is  something  which 
may  become  necessary  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years. 

U*»ste  paper  values  show  little  sign  of  inproving  and  the  table  below  shows 
the  collection  of  waste  paper  and  scrap  -  during  the  year. 

Some  nuisance  has  been  experienced  from  the  Stanton  Pit  and  it  is  intended 
to  use  an  alternative  site  next  year.  The  new  site  is  situated  in  a  more  remote 
area  and  is  less  likely  to  cause  offence. 


3,  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  demand  for  new  connections  continues  and  the  position  parish  by  parish 
as  at  31st.  March,  1962  is  given  in  the  appendix.

Regular  sampling  for  both  bacteriological  purity  and  chlorine  residual 
continued  and  no  evidence  of  contamination  was  discovered.  All  water  is 
chlorinated  at  the  source  and  regular  tests  are  carried  out  at  the  stations  to 
ensure  the  purity  of  raw  water  and  water  put  into  the  supply.  All  seve  ty  sample 
taken  during  the  year  proved  satisfactory. 

No  water  from  any  of  the  three  pumping  stations  has  any  plumbo  solvent 
action.  Copies  of  chemical  analyses  follow  and  the  details  of  supply' by  Parish 
are  contained  in  the  appendix  to  this  report.
